‘and that the Hon. Mr. Carrell is not 
likely to becomé a candidate at the next 
election. Weare not sutprised at either 
of. these utterances, It was generally 
understood whea Mr. Walkem went to 
Cariboo that his object was.to become @ 
candidate, and, if possible, to get elected 
to the Legislative Council. The couree 
of Mr. Carrall in dectaring in the Coun- 
el that Responsible Government was 
pasuited 1o the country, was generally in- 
terpreted a uniavorable to his popular- 
yaad ently to hie retarn for 
boo. His’ position was that if the 
people were in favor of Responsible 
eroment On admission into the Do- 
minion, they would get it—but the peo- 
were unfit for it in bis jadgment. Mr. 
ro go neers not only apokes 
ageinst esponsible Government, bat he 
voted against it, as well as Carrall. Bat 
that is not all. Mr. Welkem.in the ses- 
aion of the LegiélativeCouncil,in 1867,said 
that people on the mainland, above New 
Westminister, were unfit for representa— 
tive Institutions.

Robson and others, voted down~all 
in the constitution.
